With this isaue Tiii! Colonist ontors 
its twontioth year and commences its 
twentj-niutb volume. On the morning 
of the eleventh of DecombQr, 1858, the 
first numhor of tho isapor, then a modest 
•weekly, about ono-hnlf the size -of '^Lo 
present daily, made its appearanoo in this 
oity,_ It pM^ad througU the snocoasivo 
stages of a semi -weekly and tri weekly, 
coming out in 18G0 five times each week, 
and in 1861 attained tho dignity of u 
daily, in which form it has continued to 
appear without a single iutorrcguuni. 
Since its establishniont The CoL0^MaT bus 
exporionccd a chunyo of pro])riotortihip 
three times. It was disposad of in 18lj8 
for SIG, 000; but passed into the hands of 
the iiresent owner and editor (with whom 
vas then assooiated another gentleman) 
onthe28rdof June, 1866, for a mere 
fraoiioQ of that figare. In the bnatling 
period of 1862 and 1868 Thb OoiiONIST a^- 
samed iibe proportions of the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin. Its expenses were much 
enhanced by that Indisoroet enlargement 
— which was entirely out of x'l'oportion 
with tlio business or wants of tho comiriu- 
nity. Tho iirst atop of tho prcaout pro- 
prietor on asaumiug control was to lessen 
expenses by reducing the size of the 
journal, and by tho adoption of this pru- 
dent step the paper was enabled, daring 
the dullest of dull times to make its 
appearanoe diurnally and furnish tele- 
graphic news as well.

Tho President's Ueisage. 

This dooni^ent was read before the 
United States Congress on tho 5th inst. 
It is a dispaBsionato aud woll-cousidered 
address, wbioh frbnld occupy abont one 

page of The OoiiOnist if transferred lo 

these columns, and coinjirises a review of 
tho principal ti)pies of national policy tliat 
aro of interest to tlio American jjeoplo. 
Tho I'rosidcnt claims that his policy fur 
paeiticatiug the cuuutry has pioved en- 
tirely Buocessful, and points to the mark 
od decrease iu the nnmbor of outrages on 
colored men iu the South, ' and the res- 
toration of fraternal feeling between tlio 
North and South. Ho strongly supports a 
sohomo for tho resumption of specie pay 
moot at an early date, but opposes tho 
proposition to pay tho interest oii bonds 
in sdvcr instead of gold as destructive of 
the good faith and credit of the country, 
and advises tho limitation of silver ouin 
as a legal tender. Success is cliimod for 
tho civil service of the Govcriuneut, and 
the nation i.-i felicituted upon thu fact tliat 
the United States is at peace with all thu 
world. A now extradition treaty with 
Great Britain is furesbadowed, and it is 
promised that the result.of the labors of 
tho tibbory ctimmission will be laid before 
Congrot^a. With ro.ipect to Mexico, Tru- 
siilent Hayes says : — " While I du not 
anticij)alo an interruption of tlio friendly 
relations with IMoxieo, yi-t I (.auuot but 
lo.ik with some solicitude upon a con;in- 
uance of tlie border disorders as bringing 
tho two ccnntries to unfriendly -pupuhtr 
feeling and mischances of action wliicli 
uro naturally unfavorable to coinplrto 
amity. Firmly determined that nothing 
sliall be wiintinir on my part to promote a 
good unili rstandiug bt^t,w,^en_the two oa- 
tidu-^, I yet must ask th'e attention of con 
gross to the actual occurrences on the 
border, that the live^ ami property of our 
lutizens may be adequately pr itected and 
pc.ico jjre.^erved " Vignrcuis inoii-nte.s 
for exteii ling the tratir of tlio Unitid 
States with foreign nations is iiromi.sed.

year. Tho estumited revenue of the next 
fiscal year are $260,250,000. It appears 
from tho report that during the last fiscal 
year tho revenues of tho governmout 
compared with the previous year have 
largely decreased. This decroa'^o, amount 
ing to tho sum of S18,>l:81,4.'32.5i5, was 
mainly iu customs dutie.", caused partly 
by a large fidling off iu tho nmount of im- 
ported dutiable g.iods and partly by the 
gonoral fall of prices in tho nitirkots of 
production of such articles as pay ad 
valorem taxes. While tlii- is felt inju- 
rious in tho diminution of the rovenus, it 
hns IjGon Qccompaiiifid with a very lar(.;o 
increaso of oxportations. Tho total ex- 
ports during the last fiscal year, indud- 
jug coin, has been 8658,687,457, and the 
imports have been 8492,097,5-10. leaving a 
b.ilanco of trade in favor of the Uidtcd 
.States auiouiiting to the sum of .^rKi'i,- 
.'■|:V,).1)17, the hotulicial e-fl'ecU .,f which 
extend to (ill lirani'hes of biLiin'. The 
re.'jiiuiider of the uui^sa;.;o is coiiliii. d to a 
review of iho internal condition of tho 
country, closing with an oi-say on tho 
subject of tho extoDf ion of popular edu- 
cation.
